Should Be Adopted in This City. 


The city of Manchester has inaugurated a new system in 


regard to the collection of garbage, which would be well for 
our local fathers to pattern after. The new regulations pro- 
vide that anyone who collects garbage, swill or offal within 
ihc city limits shall first obtain a license and receive a number, 
the latter to be placed in a conspicuous place on the wagon or 
vehicle used in the work. Every person licensed has also to 
give a bond in the sum of #100 conditioned not to spill or 
scatter any garbage, swill or offal, or any other refuse in or 
upon any street, lane, or oilier highway in the city. The new 
system is calculated to protect Ihe city from danger of un- 
sanitary collections as Ihc rules are strict in their provisions. 
The collector will have no opportunity to plead ignorance of 
the rules as both the bond and permit have the ordinance and 
1he full rules governing the collection of garbage printed on 
Ihe reverse side,
